FIGHT AGAINST SALE 
OF LIQUORIN STORES 


Swift Says Engaging in 
Such Business Will Be Harm- 
ful to Drug Trade. 


F. H. Swift, former president of 
the St. Louis Ketail Drugegists’ Asso- 
ciation, has undertaken to persuade 
members of the association not to 
handle liquor for sale on physicians’ 
prescriptions, as the Federal law 
permits druggists to do. 

Swift has written an article on 
this subject for the June number of 
the association's bulletin. 

“A determined effort {fs being 
made by the liquor people to get 
druggists to engage tn the liquor 
business,’ Swift said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today. ‘Most of the 
druggists recognize that such an ar- 
rangement would be harmful to the 
retail drug business, and would give 
drug stores a bad name. Some of 
the weaker ones in the business, at- 
tracted by the profits, are taking up 
the handling o7 liquor. So far, only 
a few of the 490 members of our 
local organization have fallen forthe 
liquor propaganda. I %m trving to 
keep the number: from becoming 
larger. 


“The Government committed a 


grave error when it tried to ‘wish’ 


‘the liquor business upon the retail 


druggists. Its plain duty was to es- 
tablish dispensaries, owned, con- 


+; trolled and operated by the Govern- 


ment itself. 

“The men in the drug business 
should politely but firmly decline the 
honor of doing what the Govern- 
ment should do for itself. The Na-
